Age, in preference to paſt Ages; for theſe, and 
other Reaſons, (which will appear in the follow. 
ing Pages), the Writer enlarged the Hymn in 
reference thereto; and by the Advice of ſome ſe- 
rious Friends, whom he conſulted, he ſent it to

niſtry, often told the Writer, that he ſcarce ever

Divine, deemed it an 
unfaithful Delicacy, both in the Pulpit, and 
Preſs, to avoid a Subject, that in human Life 
is found to be the Source of almoſt every Evil, 


and Abomination, on the Earth: A Subject, 


concerning which, the Wiſdom of Gob, and the 
Spirit of 'Gop, in Prohibitions, and Threaten- 


ings, has been remarkably expreſs, and explicit; 


and which are ſpoken by the Mouth of God, Deut. 
xxxii. 1,—and written by the Finger of God, Exod. 
xxxi. 18. in more than two hundred Places in 


the ſacred Scriptures. And in Contraſt thereto» 


the Character of the Virtuous; — their Peace of 
Mind their Human Happineſs their Divine 
Conſolations ;—and the everlaſting Felicity pro- 
miſed them in the immediate Preſence of Gov, 
in the World to come; is ſo ſweetly, and glo- 
riouſly deſcribed-in the Bible, that even to de-

ſcience, 1 Tim. 111. 9. a Conſcience, not troubled with a Senſe, 
of Guilt, Heb. x. 2. a Conſcience, checking and condemning 
Perſons when they have gone againſt their Light, Rom. 
ii. 15. 

And let it be remembered, - we read alſo of an Evi 
Conſcience, Heb. x. 22, — a Conſcience, defiled with vicious 
Habits, ſo that it doth not perform its Office aright. It is 
called a Conſcience SEARED with an hot Iron; that is, utterly 
hardened, and has loſt all Senſe of feeling, 1 Tim. iv. 2. 
and it is called a dEFiLED Conſcience, being blinded and 
perverted, ſo that it cannot judge of its own Actions, Titus 
1.15. This Evil Conſcience, is ſometimes quiet, ſometimes 
ſtirring and troubled ; it accuſeth where it ſhould excuſe, 
and excuſeth where it ſhould accuſe. When a Perſon can 
wilfully fin againſt the original Light of Conſcience, and 
break the holy Commands of Gop, and feel but little Re- 
morſe afterwards ;—that Perſon may be ſaid to be nigh to 
final Perdition, and eternal Deſtruction, from the Preſence 
of Goo. 24 

It was a Saying of Zuinglius, that holy Man of Gop, who 
was burnt to Aſhes by the Papiſts in the Year 1531, —

of it ;—but let no ſuch Perſon, or Perſons, deride the holy 
Word, and Laws of Gop,—becauſe, for a Time, they fin 
with Impunity ; — but let ſuch conſider, — it may be in his 
righteous Judgements, that the Meaſure of their Iniquities is not 
yet full, as expreſſed in Gen. xxv.'26, and eſpecially let ſuch 
Perſons remember, that the Day of their Death is at hand,

The firſt Act of iodulging fleſhly Luſt, in a general 
View, is declared in Gop's Word to be the Source, the 
Spring, the Cauſe of almoſt all the other Vices committed, 
and Evils endured, by the Sons and Daughters of Adam; 
and which Experience and Obſervation has confirmed 
in every Age, and Clime, from the Beginning of Time to 
this Day.—Oſthe many thouſandsthat have fallen by fleſhly 
Luſt, but few comparatively, vexr EW, have ever been 
reclaimed, Prov. ii. 19s None relurn again, (none, or next 
to none return again) neither take they hold of the Paths of Life. 

Diſſimulation, Lying, and helliſh Hypocriſy, are rooted 
in Luſt; and therefore thoſe Vices ſpring up from the 
firſt indulged Motions of inordinate Luſt ;—and from the 
Hour that Chaſtity and Virtue is reſigned, thoſe Vices
